Large fleets of colliers, and other ſhipping, are 
daily ſeen moving along this ' coaſt, which, in fine 
weather, are moſt pleaſing objects; but very fatal 
conſequences may be dreaded when a ſtorm blows 
from ba north and call.

In the g4th of chat reign, 1306, there was an 
agreement between fir Hugh de Vere, and his lady 
Dionyſia, whoſe lordſhip of Sutton extended into 
this town, that there ſhould be a pound made, two 
parts of it at the charge of the abbot, and one part 
of it at the charge of fir Hugh, the drift of the com- 
mons to be by their two bailiffs, two parts of the 
profits to be to the abbot, and one to fir Hugh ; that 
the men of both theſe lords ſhould inter-common, 
except in Sleight common, which fhould be wholly 
to fir Hugh's men, and that of Weſt-Fen to the ab- 


bot's men: the fiſhery of Kindlos to remain to the 


abbot, paying 128 per ann. with liberty to ſir Hugh 
to diſtrain for the rent in the abbot's manor of 
Ludham. | | 


The temporalities of the abbot in 1428 were va- 
lued at 71: os. id. which on the diſſolution, 1535, 


came to the Crown, and on the exchange of Lands 
between 
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. ln Henty VIII. and the biſhop of Nowich, 
vas granted to that ſee, and ſo remains at this time. 


The church, which is very handſome, i is dedicated 
to St, Nicholas, and was a rectory. 


In the reign of king John the abbot preſented Pe- 

ter Bardolph to be vicar, who was to have all the 

altarage, tithe of hemp and flax, wool, cheeſe and 

hay, all the free land of the church, and a ſheaf of 
the tenths of the demean of the abbot. 


| I.!n the reign of Edward I. it was a rectory, and 
the rector had a manſe with the vicarage, valued at 
| thirty marks; and the vicar had then all the land 
belonging to the church. The abbot was patron, 
and had a portion of tithe valued at 4s. 


In 1351, the reQory, which had been formerly 

appropriated to the abbey by pope Lucius, and many 

ſecular clergy had after poſſeſſed it as rectors, was 

this year appropriated by William, biſhop of Nor- 

wich, to that abbey, for the ſupport of two ſtudents

The late Rev. Dudley Butts was preſented to this 
vicarage in 1736. by the biſhop of Norwich, on 
whoſe deceaſe, March 15, 1779, the biſhop preſent- 

cd the Rev. Mr. Jeffrey. : 


Heigham-Potter lies on the great road between 
Yarmouth and Northwalſham, and its bridge croſs 
the Thurne, is the only pals or communication for 
ſeveral miles each way. lt is eleven miles from Var- 
mouth, eleven from Worſtead, fourteen from North- 
walſham, ſixteen from Norwich, and eighteen from 
Aylſham. This pariſh, with the other towns which 
ſurround the extenſive level of marſhes here, receives 
much benefit from the navigation on the river 
Thurne. 


HEMPSTEAD, or HemysTzps. Godwin earl of 
Kent, father of king. Harold, was lord of this town 
before the Conqueſt, when the Conqueror took poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, and at the ſurvey Godric was ſteward, 
or took care of it for him, and paid 81. quit-rent, 
and 20s. as an income in tale; was one leuca long 
and one broad, and paid 18d. gelt whoever held it. 


The family of de Colkirk, or Coldchurch, was 
ſoon after enfeoffed of this royal manor.

The emu, was his lordſhip of Hempſtead, to 
which Richard de Colkirk ſucceeded, and his daugh- 
ter Sarah married Roger de S'co Dioniſio, (St. Den- 
nis) who in her right was lord, and living in the 4th 
of Henry III. 1220. 


Sir Richard de St. Dennis left two daughters and 
co-heirs, Iſabel, who married John Manſell. and 


Joan, who married Roger le Cook, or Ken, and be- 


tween theſe this lordſhip was divided; and they were 
living in the 3d of Edward II. 1g10. | 


On the 24th of Auguſt, 1331, in the 5th of Ed- 
ward III. Alexander de Walcote paid fifteen marks

lordſhip here, and gave it by will to be ſold. 


In the gd of Henry IV. 1402, James. Gyney, eſqu 
and Robert Robell, were lords of Hempſtead. 


John Gurney, eſq. bad an intereſt herein in the 
gth of that king. 

James Gyney, eſq. above-mentioned, married Ela, 
probably daughter or filter of Thomas Robell, in the 
1ſt year of Henry V. 1413, and had the advowton 
of the church, and three parts of the manor. 


Soon after this it was conveyed to fir Miles Sta- 


pleton of Ingham, who ſettled it on Elizabeth, his 


_ eldeſt daughter and co-heir, on her marriage with 


fir William Calthorpe, who was lord of three parts 
in the 6th of Henry VII. His grandſon ſold it about 
1372 to fir Robert Woods of Norwich, whoſe de- 
ſcendent was lord and patron of this town and church, 


and of Bracon- aſh, in 1746. 


- The remaining 4th part was in the family of Stod- 
h ch, and John Corbet, eſq. was lord of Stodhagh's

The N is a reQry, dedicated to St. Andrew, 
and was valued in the reign of Edward I. at four- 
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teen marks, then in the patronage of John Maunſel, 
lord of the manor. The rector had no houſe, but a 
grainge and ſeventeen acres. 


Thomas Wood, eſq. was patron in 1740.

In the chancel were the arms of Calthorpe, Bacon, 
Stapleton, and Wythe ; in the church, thoſe of Er- 
pingham, Walton, and.

In 1751, the Rev. Richard Chaſe was preſented 
to the two churches of Hempſtead with Leſſingham, 
conſolidated Auguſt 22, 1740. 


HICKLING, wrote in Doomſday Hikelinga At 
the ſurvey Guihumar held this lordſhip of Alan, earl 
of Richmond, Godwine, a freeman of Edric de Lax- 
field, who held it in the Confeſſor's reign, being de- 
prived of it, to which there belonged a church en- 
dowed with twenty acres, valued at 20d. 


Overnarr Manor, &c. Geffrey de Hickling held 
it of Euſlace de Veſci, in the 13th of king John, 
1212, by one knight's fee, who held it of the lord 
Robert de Valoines, and he of the honour of Rich- 
mond.

1382, and it was af- 


terwards held by Iſabel his wife, on whoſe death, in 


the 4th of Henry V..1416. it came to Robert, lord 


Scales; who, with lord Willoughby, and lord. Fer- 


ras of Gren were heirs to William, late earl of 


Suffolk. 


Elizabeth, 323 heir of Thomas, lord 
Scales, brought it by marriage to Anthony Woodvile, 
created lord Scales: and on the death of that lady, in 
the 13th of Edward IV. 1471, it was held by that 
lord, and granted with the lordſhip of Middleton in 
Freebridge-Lynn, &c. (on his 2 beheaded) to 
Thomas, duke of Norfolk, by Richard III. but on 
the acceſſion of Henry VII. fir William Tyndale 
(being found to be one of the heirs of Elizabeth, 
lady Scales) had, on a diviſion of the eſtate, this 
lordſhip of Overhall aſſigned to him; and fir Thomas 
was lord in the _ of Henry VIII. and queen 


Mary. 


After this it was in the family of Throgmorton, 
and was forfeited to the crown by John Throgmorton, 
in the reign of James I. probably one concerned in 
the gunpowder plot, or in queen Elizabeth's reign, by 
plotting againſt her. 


Thomas Groſs, eſq. paid a rent of 10s. per ænnum 
for this lordſhip here, to the lord of Swaff ham, as

1 1630, fir Charles le Groſs held it by leaſe of 


the crown, and kept a court and a lete; and in 1638,

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John Row petitioned the king to have a leaſe of Over- 


hall manor for thirty-one years. e 


Aſterwards it was in the Calthorpes, lords of Ne- 
therhall, in this town; in 1694, Martin Calthorpe, 
eſq. on his marriage with Elizabeth, daughter of Wil- 
ham Wilkes, of London, gent. ſettled Overhall and 
Netherhall, &c. upon her. | 


This Martin ſpent his eſtate, and was reduced to 
great poverty ; his lordſhips here were mortgaged to 
Wortley Montague, eſq. who entered on them and 
turned him out, about 1717. 


Afeer this it was 8 by the Walpoles; in 1740, 
Robert, lord Walpole, poſſeſſed it, and his ſon, 
George, earl of Orford, was lord. 


NxrhERHATIIL Manor. The family of de Hick- 
ling, before-mentioned, held this lordſhip under lord 
Valoines, but in the 42d of Edward III. 1968, Re- 
ginald de Eccles ; and Richard de Waterden releaſed 
to fir Edward de Berkeley all his .right in the third 


part of Netherhall manor ; and the faid fir Edward 


in the 45th of that king, granted to Aubrey de Vere, 


earl of Orford, &c. his right in two parts of Nether- 
hall, which he held in right of Jane his late wife, by 


the courteſy of England. 
Tohn de Eccles, Kc. aliened in the 4th of Rich. II. 


1481, the third part of this manor to the priory of 


Hickling, 


After this it was united to Qyerhall manor, and 
was held by the carls of Orford,

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John Micklethwait, eſq. of Beeſton St, Andrew, in 
Taverham hundred, is the preſent lord of the manors 
of Overhall, Netherhall, and Stannow, and patron 
of the church, which he bought under. a decree of 
the Court of Chancery. 


 HicxLing Priory. Theobald de Valoines, fon 
of Robert, lord Valoines, was the founder of this 
priory in the g1ſt of Henry II. 1183, dedicated to 
St. Mary, St. Auſtin and All Saints, for canons of the 
order of St. Auſtin, which he endowed with the 
Thurches of Hickling, and the churches of Parham 
and Haketon, or Haſketon, in Suffolk, and lands at 
Earlham, as alſo the church of All Saints of Ditton, 
in Cambridgeſhire. | | 


William, lord Monchenſy, gave all his lands at 
Keſſingland in Suffolk, with four acres of common of 
paſture there; Mr. Robert de Waxſtoneſham or Wax- 
ham, a moiety. of the advowſon of that church, and 
Henry de Flegg, the advowſon of the other moiety, 
which was confirmed by king John in his zth year, 
1204, when he granted them a charter for a weekly 
market on Friday, in this town. | 


Henry III. in his 11th year, 1227, gave licenſe to 
hold a fair for three days, on the vigil, day, and the 


morrow of the leaſt of All Saints. 


The prior had licenſe in the 25th of Edward III. 
1351, to purchaſe tenements in Horſey and Palling, 
and to appropriate the church of Palling, as they 


had in the 2gth of that king, for the church of 


Shipdham. 


Adam de Scakilchorp, rector of Cauſton, gave to 
this priory, organs, in 1970 


Several 
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Several lands, &c. were aliened to this priory, 
which at che diſſolution came to the crown, and was 
granted to fir William Wodehouſe, of Hickling, who 
was lord in the goth of OY VIII. 15 3 5, and ad of 
Edward VI. 1548. 


He was found to die ſeiſed of it, November 15, in 
the 7th of queen Elizabeth, 1555, with the ſcite and 
lands of the priory. and appropriated rectory, the 
manors of Palling, Boyland's in North Walſham, 
Wild's and Linford's manors in Stalham, Houchin 5 
in Sangmorpe, Shipdham and the park. 


It was ſold to fir Martin Calthorpe, of London, in 


the reign of queen Elizabeth, by {tr Thomes Wode- 
houſe; Martin Calthorpe, eſq. ſon and heir of fir 
Martin, obtained in the 1ſt of James I. 160g, an act 
of parliament (the eſtate being entailed) to ſell lands 
to provide for a numerous family, and ſold by li- 
cenſe, January 12, the ad of that king, the ſcite of 
the priory, and lands, to James Scambler, ſenior, eſq. 
who died in 1635, and left it to his nephew, James, 
ſon of his brother, Thomas Scambler, eſq. of Briſ- 


ton, and a great ſuit in Chancery enſued on this ſale, 


between Scambler, the nephew, and John Calthorpe, 
eſq. 


In this family it remained till about the year 1717, 
when Wortley Montague, eſq. entered on it, and it 
was in the earl of Orford. * 


The priory manor was afterwards bought by a Mr. 
Scambler, and appropriated ſolely in additional fa- 


laries to the eccleſiaſtical officiates of certain pariſhes, 


in lieu of a more diſagreeable method his father had 
willed the ſame payments to be made.

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The ruins of che priory, which are many, ſtand on 
a riling ground totally ſurrounded by fen- lands, and 


to which there are now only two approaches by

Jing. \ The priory farm contains near fifty acres. 


Stone coffins have been dug up, and many coins of 
queen Elizabeth are found, | 


The church of Hickling i is dedicated to St. Mary, 
and was a rectory, valued at thirty marks, and ap- 
propriated to the priory when a vicarage was founded, 
in the reign of Edward IJ. The vicar is ſaid to have 


had convenient edifices, valued at .1]. 10s. and on 


every inſtitution 10s. was paid to the biſhop for firſt 
fruits, Peter-pence were 10d. 


The church is a ately ſtructure, ſtanding on a 
ſmall eminence, and is in good repair, which is not 
the caſe with ſome of the neighouring churches, In 
the tower are five bells, 


The prior preſented to this vicarage from 1340 to 
the diſſolution; queen Elizabeth preſented in 1587; 
after which the Calthorpe's had the patronage ; fir 
James Montague preſented in 1716; and in 1730, 
and in 1732, Robert, lord Walpole, of Houghton. 


At the eaſt end of the chancel wall, a monument 
of black and white marble, In memory of Fokn Cal- 
thorpe, eſq. of this pariſh ; he departed, oe.

In the 18th of Edward IV. Magdalen College in 
Oxlſord. had a patent for lands called Eſſex s, and the 
liberty of a fwan mark, granted by William Barſorth, 
and Andrew Riches, in Hickling, to Thomas Wode- 
bouſe, eſq. of Waxham, in the 2d of Edward VI. 


The manor of Sutton extended into this town, and 
was held of the Calthorpes, in the reign of Edw. II. 
which came to fir Miles Stapleton, and ſo to the 
prior of Ingham, in the reign of Richard II. 


The Rev. John Wells was preſented to this vicar- 
age in 1769. 


In, and adjoining to this pariſh is a moſt biauifol 
fheet of water, called Hicx LIN G Broad, on which 
is held in July annually a Water Frolic. 


At this Fetite Champetre vaſt numbers of gentry, &c. 
allen ble by water in elegant barges and pleaſure- 
boats from Norwich, Beccles, Yarmouth, and the 
neighbourhood ; when every ſpecies of feſtivity ſait- 
able to the ſeveral companies, is practiſed without in- 


jury or ſricaſe. 


The village of Hickling i is ſurrounded, all but an 
iſlhmus of two or three furlongs wide, by wet marſhes, 
inſomuch that to go from Hickling to Horſey (a ho- 
rizontal diſtance of two miles and a half) one muſt 
wavel nearly ſeven miles. 


HORSEY, wrote in Doomſday, Horſeia, Four 
freemen held in the Confeſſor's time, the principal 
tenure, or manor here: the king and the earl had the 
ſoc 
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ſoc, and what they poſſeſſed was valued at 4os. This 
was one of the lord{hips that Ralph Bigot, ear] of 
Norfolk, had, and was deprived of, on his rebellion 
againſt the Conqueror, and was taxed at 10l. per an- 
num when the Conqueror granted i it to Roger * 


Roger Bigot had alſo twelve acres belonging to a 
ſreeman, in king Edward's reign, by whom, and 
others in Stalham, Brunſtead, &c. one carucate and 
four acres of meadow were held; of theſe Ailwin, 
his predeceſſor, had not even the 'commienication in 
king Edward's time, yet he claims them as belonging 
to his fee, by a grant of the Conqueror, becauſe he 
had the commendation of them in the Conqueror's 
time: this was valued at 48. and the king and the 
earl had the ſoc. 


The king had four freemen who held of him 


twenty acres, and half a carucate, valued at 25s. 
which alſo came to Roger Bigot. 


Thomas de Thirne had an intereſt herein, and 
gave to Joſeph, ſon of Bond de Horſey, and Helen, 
his niece, all the land that Bond held in this town, 
&c. paying yearly 45. gd. Thomas allo grants to 
Reginald de Gelham, his nephew, all the land of the 
fee of Joſeph de Horſey, which Bond held of him 
.and his anceſtors, paying gd. per annum. 


In the 10th of Eden I. 1282, ſir Oliver de Ing- 
ham held of Thomas de Horſey, by the ſervice of a 
roſe, a meſſuage, and forty acres of land, and ten of 
meadow; from the Inghams it came, by marriage, 
to the Stapletons, and from them to the Calthorpes. 


This Manor was in the poſſeſſion of Henry Wode- 


'houſe, eſq. of Waxham, in the reign of queen Eli- 
zabeth, 
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zabeth, and ſince that time has frequently ſhiſted 
hands; in 1733, it was bought, together with the 
manor of Waxham, under a decretal order of the 
Cent of Chancery, of Thomas Bloheld, eſq. of 
Hoveton St. John, by Thomas Brograve, eſq. of 
Baddow, in Eſſex; and his eldeſt fon, Berney Bro- 
grave, eſq. is the preſent lord. ' 


The church is dedicated to All Saints, and was a 
rectory. Peter Bardolph was rector in the 1gth year 
of king John, and had been preſented to it by God- 
win de Horſey: his ſon and heir, Adam, gave it to 
the priory of Hickling, and was appropriated thereto, 
and a vicarage was ſcitled in the reign of Edward I.

This houſe is ſaid to have been the chief of this 
order, that is, in reſpect of value: we meet with but 
three others, Thelesford in Warwickſhire, Mottinden 
in Kent, and Knareſborough in Yorkſhire, all found- 
ed before this of Ingham. 


Brother Richard, of the houſe of Mottinden, was 
provincial of the order in England. All their churches 
were dedicated to the Trinity. 1

Godwin, 3 of Kent, and father 
of Harold, king of England, had a lordſhip in this 
town, in the reign of the Confeſſor; William the 
Conqueror ſeized on it, and at the grand ſurvey 
Godric was bailiff or ſteward of it for that king. 
Valued at the ſurvey at 61, quit rent; it was eight 

furlongs : 
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furlongs and rely perches long, and eight Fine 
broad. 


This lordſhip ſeems to have been held by the lords 
of Hempſtead.

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Ihe abbot of St. Bennet of Holme was lord of a 
manor here at the ſurvey, and in king Edward's reign, 
two free-men under protection only, had twenty acres 
and a carucate; of theſe two the king and the earl 
had the ſoc, and there was another, the ſoc of whom 
was in the abbey of St. Bennet. 


The whole was valued. at 41. and what the free- 
men had at 34d. It was one leuca and an half and 


one furlong long, and one leuca broad. 


This lordſhip, which appears to have been a very 
conſiderable one, was no doubt, at the diſſolution 
of religious houſes, in the ſaid abbey, and granted 


with its other lordſhips, &c. on the exchange of 


lands between the king and the biſhop of Norwich, to 
that ſee. 


The manor of. Gelham-hall, in Waxham, was 
Jeaſed to Thomas Wodchoule, eſq. in 1 549, and va- 
lued at 71. 7d. per ann. 


It probably took this name from an ancient ſami- 
ly, de Gelham, who might have held it of the ab- 
bots. Soon after the exchange, which was in 1533, 
biſhop Rugg ſeems to have leaſed it to, Thomas 
Wodehouſe, who had ſeveral large grants of lands, 

c. belonging to tae abbey of St. Bennet, &c. from 
Henry VIII. and rents are mentioned payable out of 
Waxham, in an extent of the revenues of the ſee, 

made after biſhop's Rugg's death. 


The manor of Gelham-hall is ſuppoſed to have 
been ſwallowed up by the fea, as is the church, and 
many hundred acres, at Eccles, and a village called 
Whimpwell, which adjoined to i and 
Eccles, is entirely loſt.

Margaret. This church is ſaid to be confirmed to 
the abbot of Holme by pope Lucius, in 1183. 
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In the reign of Edward I. there was a rectory, va- 
lued at 10s. and a manſe with land, but appropri- 
ated, as ſaid, to Hickling priory; and this rectory 
paid 28. rent to the biſhop. | 
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The Rev. Nathaniel Garrard was 3 to this 
rectory in 1769, by Berney Brograve, eſq. who oc- 
caſionally reſides at the manor-houſe here, and has 
built a moſt elegant ſeat at Worſtead, in the hun- 
dred of Tunſtead. 
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
